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It is not an easy matter to prepare a brief summary of the 
life and activities of any organization after more than a 
century of existence, and especially so when its membership 
has been as diverse as ours. Our Society has had its share 
of scholars and dullards, of the learned and of the unlettered, 
of dedicated hobbyists and of hoarders and speculators. 
And, it must be confessed, there have occasionally been 
rascals among our number. 


It says much for this Society's strength and quality that 
after more than a hundred years men still gather regularly to 
share a common diversionary interest, without regard to 
individual political, religious, or financial interest. We have 
shared a hobby, and we also have come to share a tradition. 
Thus one can scarcely begin this summary better than by 
using the initial paragraphs written by the late Sidney 
K. Eastwood some 50 years ago, and allowed to stand by 
Raymond A. Byrne in his later revision. 


On June 14, 1878, eight men met formally in Pittsburgh to 
organize a society for the study of numismatic science and 
to exchange ideas and information. On that date the 
Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society came into being. 
The founders were: 


George H. Clapp S. H. Morgan 
Frank J. Kirk John Rivett 
E. F. Maynard George W. Rode 
Henry McKnight R. W. Shipman 


This group continued informal meetings during the first 
year, and on June 20, 1879, when the membership roll 
included seventeen names, the first officers were elected. 
These officers were: 


S. H. Morgan, President 
Frank J. Kirk, Vice-President 
George W. Rode, Secretary 
E. F. Maynard, Treasurer 

J. E. H. Kelley, Curator 


The present constitution and a set of by-laws were 
adopted on November 21, 1879, and these original 
documents, subscribed to with the signatures of the early 
members, remained in the Society’s possession. Much of 
the credit for the continued and healthy growth of the Society 
belongs to the late George F. Marlier, who served as its 
president through many of its more difficult years. And, 
decade after decade, its monthly meetings have continued to 
be a useful source of information and mutual help to our 
membership. 


The Fiftieth Anniversary of the Society was celebrated by 
a dinner at the Rittenhouse Hotel in East Liberty, Pittsburgh, 
on June 14, 1928. The Sixtieth Anniversary also was 
marked by a dinner in the Harvard-Yale-Princeton Club of 
Pittsburgh on December 13, 1938. The latter event led to a 
series of annual dinners which have become a feature of our 
programs. 


The Society issued medals in 1878 and 1879 as official 
souvenirs of the Pittsburgh Exposition in those years. Each 
was struck in white metal, bronze, brass, and silver. 
Although no record of the numbers struck has survived, 
complete sets are difficult to obtain. The following mintage 
estimates were provided by Lawrence C. Dziubek: 1878: 25 
bronze, 15 brass, 7 silver; 1879: 25 bronze, 25 brass, 17 
silver. 


Another medal, designed for our Fiftieth Anniversary by 
Andrey Avinoff, was struck by the Medallic Art Company of 
New York in 1928, 400 examples in bronze and ten in silver. 
All of these medals are illustrated in the present publication. 
The 1928 medal was restruck by the Medallic Art Company 
in 1963, and this date is incused on the edge of the restrikes. 
The issue consisted of 20 specimens each in copper and 
bronze, 15 in silver and five in 14 karat gold. 


In honor of the 1978 Centennial, a committee was 
established to design and have a medal struck. Such a 
medal was executed incorporating the designs of the 
Society's prior medals, in reduced form, on the obverse. 500 
two-inch bronze medals were struck by the Green Duck 
Corp., and 180 of this number were given an antique finish. 
There were also 27 medals struck in .999 pure silver, and 9 
medals struck in 18 karat gold (thin planchet), by advance 
ordering of the members. 


The Society has maintained close ties with the American 
Numismatic Association, and was host to the annual 
convention of the Association in 1935. This was the second 
visit to Pittsburgh by the A.N.A., which was organized in 
Chicago in 1891. It held its first convention at Niagra Falls in 
the Spring of 1892, but adjourned to complete its business 
later the same year in Pittsburgh. At least two of our 
members, Henry Hunt and Raymond A. Byrne, have served 
on the Association’s Board of Governors. 


Relations with Carnegie Museum of Natural History, 
where the Society’s meetings were held for many years, 
were cordial. Andrey Avinoff, Director of the Museum from 
1926 to 1945, was an honorary member, as was George 
H. Clapp, our last surviving charter member and a longtime 
Trustee of the Museum. Moreover, eleven of our members 
have served as unpaid curators or research associates in 
the Museum's Section of Coins and Medals. 


On June 6, 1978 the Society celebrated its 100th year 
with a dinner at the Top of the Triangle Restaurant. 
Members and guests heard talks from the two living 
honorary members, Raymond A. Byrne and William 
W. Woodside. Mr. Woodside took this occasion to announce 
that the Carnegie Museum had decided to dispose of the 
coin and stamp collections that had been accumulated in the 
Institution during the past 30 years. W.P.N.S, together with 
the Historical Society of Western Pennsylvania, formed a 
vanguard to prevent the sale. 


Messrs. Glenn Mooney, J. Paul Scheetz, and William 
Hunter led the way in the legal battle. After two court 
hearings, a public petition with hundreds of signatures, and 
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much local and national media attention, an out-of-court 
settlement was reached. Carnegie Institute agreed to retain 
certain portions of the collections, while selling many others 
at auctions in London and Zurich. 


Relations with Carnegie Institute have improved 
somewhat in recent years, beginning with the 1985 Social 
Meeting where the invited speaker was Dr. James 
B. Richardson Ill, an anthropologist with the Museum of 
Natural History. That year also brought an announcement 
from the A.N.A. that their Annual Convention would return to 
Pittsburgh in 1989. The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society is currently looking forward to co-sponsoring the 
convention with other local clubs. Plans are being made to 
exhibit some of the 11,000 coins and medals that remain at 
the Museum, including George H. Clapp’s famous collection 
of Large Cents. 


The present issue of the Constitution and By-Laws states 
these documents as most recently amended. The 
Membership Roster which is appended attempts to list all 
members with the years of their election to membership. 
This is based upon earlier compilations and upon data 
contained in minutes and other records. It is possible that 
there are ommisions, and it is hoped that any of these will be 
brought to the attention of the Secretary.

CONSTITUTION 


Adopted November 21, 1879 


Article | 


This Society shall be called "The Western Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Society." It is, and is intended to continue to be, 
an unincorporated, non-profit association of its members, 
none of whom may benefit financially, directly or indirectly, 
from office-holding or membership herein. Its objects shall 
be promotion of Numismatic Science and the formation of a 
Cabinet and Library for the use of its members, as well as 
social gatherings of its members. 


Article Il 


The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, 
and Honorary Members. 


Article Ill 


The officers shall be President, Vice-President, Secretary 
Treasurer, and Curator, all of whom shall be elected 
annually at the regular meeting in June. 


They shall hold office for one year, beginning with the 
regular meeting in July. 


Article IV 


The right of voting, of holding office and of transacting 
business shall be confined to Resident Members and to 
Honorary Members who have previously held Resident 
Membership. 


Article V 
The Society shall possess a Certificate of Membership. 
Article VI 


The name of a candidate for membership of any class 
must be proposed in writing, by a resident member, in good 
standing, and the nomination shall lay over until the next 
regular meeting of the Society, when the election may be 
held, by ballot. Two thirds (2/3) of the members present may 
suspend the rules and action on the application can be taken 
at once. 


Three (3) black balls shall exclude from election. 


Article VIl 


The Society shall not be dissolved as long as seven (7) 
members remain, except with the consent of all the 
members. 


Article VIII 


The Society shall establish such By-Laws as may be 
deemed necessary for its government and regulation. 


Article IX 


No change shall be made in this Constitution unless by 
vote of three-fourths (3/4) of the members present at a 
stated meeting and unless notice of the proposed change 
shall be given in writing, signed by three (3) members, at a 
previous meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


Adopted October 4, 1938 
Amended December 7, 1965 
and January 3, 1967 


Article |, Meetings 


1. The regular meeting shall be held the first 


Tuesday of each month at 8:00 P.M. 


. Five (5) Resident Members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


. The order of business shall be as follows, viz:- 


. Minutes of the previous meeting. 
. Treasurer's report. 

. Reports of Committees. 

. Correspondence 

. Deferred business 

. New Business 

. Program 

. Adjournment 


Article Il, Officers 


. The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Society, shall approve in writing, by 
countersigning checks or bills, all expenditures 
ordered by the Society, and shall direct the 
activities of the Society. 


. The Vice-President shall, in the absence of the 
President, perform the duties of the President; 
and in the event of a vacancy in the office of 
President, that office and title shall be 
assumed by the Vice-President until the next 
annual election. 


. The Secretary shall keep correct minutes of all 
meetings of the Society, including those of the 
executive committee but excluding all other 
Committee meetings unless specifically 
directed by the Society or the President to do 
so, he shall keep the accounts between the 
Society and its members; he shall receive all 
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money due the Society, and shall pay it over to 
the Treasurer; shall notify all members of the 
time and place of meetings; and handle all 
routine correspondence of the Society and 
such special correspondence as directed by 
the Society or the President. 


. The Treasurer shall receive all money which 
may be paid to the Society, and shall give his 
receipt for the same when requested. He shall 
have custody of all funds of the Society upon 
countersignature of the President. The 
Treasurer shall keep a current account of all 
money received and paid out, which accounts 
shall be open to inspection by any member. 


. The Curator shall have charge of all coins, 
books, etc., belonging to the Society, and shall 
keep a correct catalogue of the same. He 
shall permit access thereto by the members, 
under such rules as the Society may adopt. 


. The President shall present a written report, at 
the Annual Meeting of the activities of the 
Society during the preceding year. The 
Secretary, the Treasurer, and the Curator shall 
each present a written report, at the Annual 
Meeting, of the work of their respective offices 
during the preceding year. 


Article Ill, Committees 


1. The standing committees of the Society shall be the 
Executive Committee, the Program Committee, the 
Publications Committee, the Publicity Committee, the 
Membership Committee, the Auditing Committee, and the 
Nominating Committee. 


2. The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers 
of the Society and the Chairmen of the Membership, 
Program, Publications, and Publicity Committees, and shall 
meet from time to time as it deems necessary or on call by 
the President. It shall have power to conduct routine 
business subject to the approval of the Society at its next 
regular meeting. It shall also have power, subject to the

Constitution and By-Laws, to act for the Society in matters of 
emergency, where time will not permit calling a special 
meeting of the Society. At least three (3) members are 
required for a quorum. A simple majority of those present is 
required for passage. 


3. The Membership Committee shall receive all 


applications and recommendations for membership; shall 
investigate all applicants; and, after meeting to consider 
applicant, shall submit a written report of its investigations. 
The duties of the Committee shall not extend to cases of 
Honorary Membership. 


4. The Program Committee shall have charge of 
programs, special events, etc., shall arrange places for 
meetings of the Society and shall publish the Annual 
Program. 


5. The Publicity Committee shall whenever possible, 
bring to public attention the activities of the Society which 
are of general news value; shall when possible publicize the 
science of numismatics; shall inform the membership of 
numismatic meetings, conventions, etc., shall prepare the 
Society’s membership roster, etc, when that is ordered to be 
printed; and shall when possible arrange for public exhibition 
of numismatic material. 


6. The Publications Committee, of which the Curator 
shall be an ex-officio, shall act in an advisory capacity to the 
Curator, and shall review new issues of numismatic books 
and other publications, reporting such new issues of the 
Society. 


7. The Auditing Committee shall be appointed at the 
Annual Meeting, and shall consist of two members, neither 
of whom shall be the Treasurer, Secretary, or Curator, and 
shall present a written report of such audit at the next regular 
meeting. 


8. A Nominating Committee of three members shall be 
appointed at least one month prior to the Annual Meeting 
and shall report at the Annual Meeting. 


Article IV, Dues, etc. 


1. The Initiation Fee shall be two ($2.00) dollars payable 
with application for membership, and the dues shall be one 
($1.00) dollar per annum payable in advance. The dues 
year will run from July 1 to June 30. Any member who 
neglects to pay his dues for three years shall be suspended 
after action has been taken by the Society, at any stated 
meeting, until all his dues have been paid. 


2. The Society may expel a member upon receipt of a 
resolution, presented in writing and signed by three (3) 
Resident Members in good standing. Such resolution shall 
be laid over until a subsequent meeting of the Society when 
it shall be presented for action, provided that written notice of 
the time, and the purpose of such meeting has been given to 
the offending member. Upon passage of such a resolution 
by a majority of the Resident Members present, the 
President shall declare the offending member expelled from 
the Society. 


3. Any member may withdraw from the Society by paying 
in full all indebtedness to the Society, and by signifying his 
desire in writing. Any member who has withdrawn from the 
Society may rejoin within one year thereafter by signifying 
his intention in writing, and without payment of initiation fees; 
such application for readmission to be presented to the 
Society for action as a new application. 


4. No member shall without the consent of the Society, 
lend papers, books, medals, etc., belonging to the Society to 
any person, not a member. 


Article V, Application for Membership 


The following procedure shall be followed for all 
applications for membership in the Society: 


1. Upon receipt of an application for membership, the 
Membership Committee will advise the membership of the 


Society that such application has been received. 


2. Any member having comments to offer concerning the 


applicant shall communicate these comments with the 
Membership Committee only, without delay. 


3. The Membership Committee will then investigate the 
applicant and when the Committee is satisfied that such 
applicant should be voted upon, will advise the Secretary at 
least 10 days prior to the regular meeting at which the vote is 
to be held. 


4. The Secretary will then advise the membership that 
such applicant shall be voted on at the next regular meeting. 
Such notification will be via the monthly meeting notice. 


5. The applicant shall not be present at the meeting at 
which his application is voted on. The Secretary will advise 
the applicant of the Society’s action on his application after it 
has been voted on. 


Article VI, Members 


1. Honorary members who have been elected from the 
roster of Resident Members shall continue to have the same 
rights and privileges as prior to election to Honorary 
Membership. All Honorary Members shall be exempt from 
payment of dues. 


2. Corresponding Members shall be elected for a term of 
two (2) years. They will be expected to correspond with the 
Society at least once every six months on topics relating to 
objects for which this Society is established. All 
Corresponding Members shall be exempt from payment of 
dues. In addition to those persons elected to Corresponding 
Membership, former Resident Members who have been in 
good standing for at least one (1) year and now reside more 
than fifty (50) miles from Pittsburgh may be Transferred to 
Corresponding membership by action of the Executive 
Committee. 


3. The names of the eight (8) founders of this Society 
and of all Past Presidents and of the Honorary Members, 
whether living or dead, shall be published in every printed list 
of members of the Society. 


Article Vil, Amendment 


1. Changes in or additions to these By-Laws shall be 
made only as follows: (a) Notice of a proposal to amend 
shall be given at a regular meeting of the Society, and the 
proposal shall then be laid over until the next subsequent 
regular meeting; (b) In notices to members, the Secretary 
shall state that amendments have been proposed for action 
at the next regular meeting; (c) At the next regular meeting 
following the proposal to amend, the proposal shall be read 
and submitted to a vote, and upon approval thereof by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present the amendment shall 
have the full effect as part of these By-Laws.

Please refrain from interrupting this reading until I am 
through. It is with deep regret that I write this letter to 
infomm you of my resignation from WPNS effective i mediately. 
My dues are paid and WPNS should again have no choice but to 
accept a resignation. Of course WPNS may refuse to accept 
this resignation and make a statement co ncerning my conduct. 

My resignation is due to the handling of divisive issues 
like Mr. Buckley, life membership, etc., which make me think 
that WPNS is more a debating club than a numismatic society. 
It seems that before every presentation there are hours of 
club business. I grow weary of the endless discussion and 
power plays that predominate all but the simplest issues. 

I was shocked to hear innuendos concerning two unnamed 
WPNS members that should probably also not be trusted. It 
was very disconcerting to hear Mr. Krivoniak ask twice at 
meetings for the person who borrowed his reference book to 
please return it. Since there was no follow-up on that, one 
could assume that his reference was stolen. Maybe one would 
draw the conclusion that the $600 coin Mr. Buckley is accused 
of taking is with the missing reference book. 

I do not agree with WPNS's handling of the Mr. Buckley 
incident. I find it strange that WPNS is willing to make a 
Statement about Mr. Buckley when Mr. Levine and the ANA 
appear reluctant to do the same. I have not yet sorted out 
all of the issues, accusations, and verbal proofs of Mr. 
Buckley's actions. I have absolutely no tolerance for a 
thief. However, I will not participate in the expulsion 
proceedings. I choose at this time to distance myself from 
WPNS and that action. 

I originally joined WPNS to partake of the vast 
knowledge and experience displayed by a very knowledgeable 
membership. I am very grateful for the friendships 
Cultivated through WPNS. I will indeed miss many of the fine 
moments that were and are part of WPNS. I only hope that 
some day the club will get back to the main issue of 
numismatics. That may be an impossible task. 


A LETTER TO THE MEMBERS OF THE WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 
December 10, 1991 
My Dear Friends, 


I fully understand the resentment that you feel against me. You feel that I have let down the 
organization as well as myself. There is no doubt that you have just cause to feel that way. I considered 
coming to this meeting to tell my side of this sordid story, but I decided to make my reply via this letter 
instead. Make no mistake about it, I do have a side to tell in my defense. I feel badly that so many of 
you have decided to condemn me without hearing my side of it. Even some of my long-time "friends" 
have convicted me without ever giving me a hearing. Since not one of you was present when the incident 
occurred, all of you who are passing judgement on me are doing so without the first bit of evidence about 
what really happened other than far removed third hand reports or reports based on what I told my friends 
at another recent meeting. You have absolutely no first-hand knowledge of the circumstances that took 
place. Yet you are ready to convict me. I thought that only happened in other countries and other times. 
I guess I was wrong. 


Please do not misunderstand. I did something terrible that I deeply regret. I do not regret it 
because I got caught at it. I regret it because it was intrinsically wrong. I did something that I will regret 
for as long as I live. I have asked myself why and how it could happen. I have been seeing a psychiatrist 
for some time now to try to understand my own actions. The sessions have helped, and I am now able 
to cope with the situation and live with myself. The psychiatrist has explained to me that I am not the 
worst guy who ever breathed air, and that I succomed to an impulse which was explainable considering 
my past experiences and circumstances. I now understand how and why this happened, and the doctor 
tells me that I am on my way to rehabilitation. I know that to be true. 


Meanwhile, I have been in constant correspondence with the dealer with whom the incident 
occurred. I have fully reconciled myself with him. In fact, when I told him that I had resigned several 
numismatic organizations to which I belonged, he offered to write letters explaining the circumstances and 
sponsoring my renewed membership in those organizations. I told him that I appreciated his kindness, 
but based on the reaction of the members of the organizations, that is, their quickness to act without ever 
giving me the courtesy of a fair hearing, I have decided that I will probably not be interested in renewing 
my affiliations, now or ever. I have learned that never is a long time, but that is the way that I feel. 


In any case, even though not one of you who are my most ardent attackers has ever had the 
courtesy or decency to even phone me and ask about the details of this incident, I felt that I should take 
this opportunity to address you via this letter. I feel that over the years I have contributed a good deal 
to WPNS from time to time, and I really came to love the people and the group. Surely there were times 
that I did not agree with individuals nor even every action that WPNS ever took as a group. I have seen 
some things happen between people that I felt were grossly unfair and perhaps even unethical or immoral. 
I have tried not to sit in judgement of other people’s actions, because I have never felt that judgement of 
morality and actions was my prerogative. I was brought up to believe in the Christian principles that I 
should leave moral judgements to the Creator. I was told that unless one has first-hand information, one 
should not base his opinions on hearsay evidence. I was lead to believe that it was more important to try 
to understand and forgive a man’s shortcomings than to punish him for them. I was taught that it was 
more Christian to help a man who has erred than to show contempt for him. In short, I was told that "Let 
him who is without sin cast the first stone." I certainly have been hit with many stones since this incident 
occurred, even though I have made every effort to right the wrong, and I have done so, at least as far as 
the people involved are concerned. I am amazed that so many of you are without sin. 


I offered my resignation to this organization, because I felt terribly about what happened. You 
have chosen to disregard that resignation for reasons which only you in your individual hearts can 
determine. I do not care what those reasons may be. Let God be your judge. However, I want you all 
to know that there are absolutely no charges of any kind pending against me. I am a member in good 
standing in the A.N.A. Those people who were directly involved in this matter and who know the full 
circumstances are completely satisfied that I have righted a wrong and that there is no cause to force me 
from their society. I could come before you at a meeting and tell you the entire story. I feel that you 
might change your minds and become more understanding. However, I do not think that I should do that. 
After all, there is absolutely nobody in this room as this letter is being read who can suggest that I have 
ever mistreated him in any way. I owe nobody here anything. Quite to the contrary, I made every effort 
over the years to find interesting things for members of WPNS and always sold them to each of you at 
or very close to my cost. I have never harmed a single one of you. Many of you may not ever have liked 
me, and I can understand that because sometimes my opinions are caustic and pointed, but there is not 
one of you that can ever claim that I have done you wrong, or even that I have spoken ill of you when 
you were not facing me. If I had a complaint, you always heard it from me first. 


I feel that you are not treating me with the same straight-forward candor. You need not worry 
about my re-joining this organization at some future date. As I said, that will not happen. In fact, 
whether I resign or you expel me, the constitution of the organization would not treat a future application 
for membership any differently. I could still be voted in by a majority. I assure you again that I will not 
apply. However, I prefer to resign for several reasons. My son is becoming more and more interested 
in my hobby. My family knows nothing about these matters. Some day my son may apply for 
membership in this or another numismatic organization. Should he have to suffer and be embarassed 
because of one single mistake that his father made several years before? Will records of my expulsion 
come back to cause him grief? Is there any one of you here tonight who knows for certain any of the 
things that happened in Chicago well enough to cause my son that grief? Is there any one of you who 
has never done something wrong that you regret but were not caught at? If you had been caught would 
you feel much differently than I do? 


I do not ask any of you for any favors. I never have. I ask you only for the same fair treatment 
that each of you has always received from me. There will be some of you, I am sure, who have personal 
axes to grind, and who will vote to take action against me. You could confront me with your complaints, 
but since you have never chosen to do so up to this time, I suppose you will not do so now. I appeal to 
the Christian instincts of the rest of you not to let this personal vendetta on behalf of a very limited group 
of individuals sway you. If the majority of you vote to expel me, I will accept your judgement although 
I will not fully understand it. If, on the other hand, the majority of you see fit to accept my presentation 
of the situation and vote to accept my resignation, I sincerely thank you for your consideration. If the 
majority of you would want me to come to a future meeting and face your questions, give you more 
information about the situation, I will do so, although I would rather not because it will be painful for me, 
and probably for you too. I would ask that we let sleeping dogs lie. In any case, I look forward to seeing 
those of you who remain my good friends at future shows and other numismatic events.

First to arrive in Rosemont were past presidents Chuck Erb and Larry Dziubek. They drove out on 
Saturday, and spent Sunday at the National Collectibles Exhibition a few miles away. <more about Larry 
and Chuck....>

Arriving early Sunday evening were John Burns and Wayne Homren, driving a rented van filled with 40 
exhibit cases Borrowed from PAN, the cases were destined for Armand Champa’s numismatic literature 
exhibit. Checking into the Holiday Inn, they ran into their roommate, Fred Lake, the literature dealer from 
Florida. Later Sunday evening John and Wayne joined another group of bibliophiles for dinner: the 
Champas of Louisville, John and Mary Bergman of Lakewood, CA, and Charles Davis and P. Scott Rubin 
of New Jersey. The restaurant was crawling with numismatic lumiaries assembled for a PNG cocktail 
party in an adjoining room. First, they ran into dealer Julian Liedman. After dinner, they and Armand 
walked back to the hotel with lona and Jules Reiver of Wilmington, DE. 


Rodger Hershey arrived on Monday, along with fellow Pittsburghers David Deep and Rich Campbell. 
David shared a room for a few nights with Wayne and Bob Meztger, copper collector from Austin, TX. 
Rodger and company were disappointed to find that the ANA badges and medals had already been sold 
out. Rodger had pre-registered, so at leat he managed to get one set of medals. Rodger was also on the 
lookout for 1991 Convention Bars for the ANA badges. One dealer sold him one for $15.00, but another 
dealer gave him one for free. Now Rodger had the two pieces he needed for friends back in Pittsburgh. 


Rodger wasn't impressed with Chicago’s Hospitality Room. The snacks had been reduced to "baskets 
of crumbs." He mentioned to one woman that he thought the Hospitality Room was “even worse than 
Milwaukee’s", only to discover he was speaking to the poor woman who ran Milwaukee’s Hospitality 
Room! 


Rodger and Wayne were in the exhibit area Monday morning. Rodger was setting up his Olympic 
Medals exhibit. Larry Korchnak wasn’t coming until Thursday, so Wayne set up his exhibit for him.
